A comparison with the 
salaries paid by the British,government to 
the-judges who hqld -positions of corre- 
sponding importance shows that the pro- 
posed changes are by- no means extrava- 
gant. 


There is no court in England, or indeed 


in any other nation, with the power and 
authority of our Supreme Court. Perhaps 
the office which can best be compared with 
that .of Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
is that of the Lord Chancellor-of Great 
Britain, who receives a salary of $50,000 a 
year. 
The Master of the Rolls in the 


Britjsli Supreme Court of Judicature re- 
ceives .$30,000 and his five associates 
S25,o6o,each. 
In the Chancery Division 


of tlte High Court of Justice the judges 
are paid a like sum. The Lord Chief Jus-v 
tice.'.pf England, who presides over the. 
King's Bench division, has a salary of $40,- 
ooo, 
and each of his fourteen associates 


gets a salary of $25,000. 


In France, .Germany, and other Euro- 


-.pean countries the compensatipn, of the.. 
'men who preside over the more important, 
gourts is correspondingly generous. 
The 


United States alone assumes that the honor 
of the position is sufficient to compensate 
'for tfift sacrifices the incumbe.iit may make 
on assuming", office. : This may have been 
true in former''times when the earning 
capacity of "successful lawyers was much 
lower than it is now, but in the present day 
a man who possesses the ability to fit him 
for a-position on the Federal bench can 
earn in private practice anywhere from two 
to ten times as much as his salary; For in- 


" stance, Justice Hughes could easily cbm- 
maiid from $5o,ooo to Si00,000 a'-year.in.-' 
the practice-of his profession; he receives 
as a meml5er of the Supreme Court $12,- 
000-a.vyear. Happily the social obligations 
of ;a riiember of rt»e. court are not as bur- 
•'^d.efoome-as those of a Cabinet official or 
member of the diplomatic service. Never- 
theless it is well known that a justice must 
practice rigid .economy to live within- his 
•-salary in a manne'r befitting -his position, 
unless he is so fortunate as to possess a pri- 
vate income.- 


A few days ago .we commented on the" 


effort which probably will- be made at the 
present session of the Legislature, to' in- 
crease the salaries of the state judiciary. 
This move is justified bythe same con- 
siderations \\-Jiich apply to the Federal 
judiciary. 
It is unfair to expect men of 


high ability to be content merely with the 
honor, of judicial positions.
